The average normal volume of 1,030 incoming carloads per month was considerably 
surpassed in August 1952, primarily because of the motor vehicle exchange 
program which started in mid-February, From the beginning of the exchange program 
until 31 August, 9,61*3 motor vehicles arrived from, and about 7,200 old motor 
vehicles were sent back to the UoSoSoR, The number of incoming vehicles in 
August 19^2 amounted to 1,3U5& In August, the VP received a considerably
